The Road Tax Again. 

With that disregard of truth so com- 
mon to its pages, the organ of the 
Provincial Government ondoavours to 
make out that the Road Tax is not 
only a fair and equitahlo impost hut 
that it is really not unacceptable to 
the great hulk of the settlers them- 
selves. In doing this, it allogeB that 
the tax, originally confined to Van- 
couver Island, was oxtonded to tho 
mainland "not only with the consont 
but at the desire of tho peoplo of sev- 
eral of tho Mainland districts, was ac- 
cepted as a necessary measure, and 
would doubtless havobeon quiotly ac- 
quiesced in by all parties interested, 
had not a spirit of discontent boen 
fomented." Now, this statomont in- 
dicates a degreo of ignorance or a des- 
regard of truth perfectly shockin 
a publicist, as we 11 ^ricf^how : 

Up to the session of 1869 tho tax was 
confined to certain specified Districts 
on Vancouver Island. During that 
Bession, however, its application was 
made general. But the reader is ask- 
ed to mark well the fact that the tax 
was a voluntary one — that is to say, 
Boa 1 Tax Districts could only bo creat- 
ed upon petition from two-thirds at 
least of the residents. Although al- 
tered in some respoct'JoJf e ^i- 
ate session, the law remained tho same 
in this fundamental particular till tho 
session of 1873. The best answer to 
the assertion that the tax was extend- 
ed to tho mainland "at tho desiro of 
the people" of that section is to be 
found in the fact that during these four 
years it remained a dead letter in so 
far as tho mainland was concerned, not 
a single settlement having come under 
its operations! It was just because of 
. this unwillingness to come under tho 
operations of the Act, that the Gov- 
ernment amended it in the session of 
1873. Up to that time the Act ran, 
"The Governor may, upon petition of 
two-thirds at least of the residents of 
any portion of British Columbia, create 
by Proclamation, published in tho 
Government Gazette, such portion in- 
to a Eoad District, with such bound- 
aries as upon such petition shall 
seem to him meet." In the sess- 
ion alluded to this provision was 
changed to the following: "The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council may, by 
Proclamation published in tho British 
Columbia "Gazette," create any por. 
tion or portions of tho Mainland of 
British Columbia into a Road District 
or Districts," &c. It will be observed 
that this operation took away from tho 
Act tho voluntary principlo, placing in 
the hands of the Government tho ab- 
solute power to 'create Road' Districts 
and extort the tax willy nilly from 
every settler. And this was one 
of the very first acts of tho present Ad- 
ministration; and it is but too woll 
known with what eager hasto they ex- 
erted to the full tho arbitrary power 
thus taken at the earliest opportunity. 
It was this conduct on tho part of an 
avaricious and relentless Ministry, not 
the fearless truth telling of the inde- 
pendent section of the Press, that fo- 
mented a spirit of discontent. Wo are 
told that "the present road tax is no- 
thing more than a municipal rate, col- 
lected from tho settlers for their own 
benefit, and returned to thorn with in- 
terest in the improved condition of 
their thorough-fares.." Neither does 
this harmonize with fact. Tho tax has 
assumed tho form of a general rovonuo 
measure, tho cost of collecting which, 
in some instances, has reached forty 
per cent.— thanks to the present Ad- 
ministration. But it is gratifying, amid 
bo much falsehood, to find oven ono 
grain of truth. Wo are triumphantly 
told that, "about eighteen members of 
tho House of Assembly, out of tho to- 
tal of tweiity-fivo, tho last session do- 
clared themselves in favor of the con- 
tinuance of tho road tax, aud who can 
doubt that they know what was best 
for their constituents and acted in ac- 
cordance with their well understood 
wishes in i elation to this mattor?" 
Whilo admitting tho fact above stated, 
wo deny the correctness of tho conclu- 
sion, and we can well afford to leave 
these "eighteen" in the hands of their 
constituents. Must of them , at least, 
will learn at the next election whoth- 
er, in opposing every effort to either 
abolish, reduce or oquitably adjust the 
tax in question, they acted in accord- 
ance with tho well understood wishes 
of their constituents.

Ottawa, Aug. 15— Revenue for July,

Mr. Haz- 
on was nearly the last representative 
of tho most distinguished of tho _pld 
Loyalist families, whoso history is 
identified with that of Now Brunswick's 
early struggles. 

-A very largo congre- 
gation assemblod to hear Bishop Cheney, 
of Chicago, preach yesterday. Ho made 
a very favorable impression.

ford, Saunders, Morton, Rudlin and Colt- 
man, F. Williams and others, forming a 
company, and will be converted into a 
tow boat. She is said to have very pow- 
erful onginoH. The boilers, new in 1866, 
havre been but little used. Tho hull is of 
British livooak and tho timbers are as 
sound as tho day on which tho steamer 
was passed out of the builders hands, 
upwards of 30 years ago. As a proof of 
this the following incident will show. 
When the Beaver was under charter to 
the Imperial hydographers in these waters 
phe one day struck on a rock. The 
shock was so violent as to knock overy 
man on board off hi» feet, but boing un- 
der full headway she paused over tho rock 
and continued on. Serious injury was 
feared. Tho pumps wero sounded and 
the steamer headed for the shore, but no 
water was made, and to all appearances, 
no damage had been sustained. Several 
months afterwards the Beaver was placed 
on Laing's ways for an overhauling, when, 
lo, and behold! embedded in tho live-oak 
planking wosfoand a piece of rock about 
60 lbs. in weight, which the bruvo little 
boat brought away as trophy at the time 
of the accident. Work upon tho altera- 
tions will bo commenced to-day and in 
tan days tho Beaver will entor upon her 
now life.

Humours of tho Eiectiou. 

The borough of Evesham seems to 
bo one of the remaining places whore 
those "humours of the election," 
whicli in these dull days are called 
"riots," are kept up with anything 
like the old spirit. Eleven inhabitants 
of Evesham — nine gentlemen and two 
ladies — -were indicted the other day be- 
fore Mr. Justice Lush for rioting at 
Evesham on the 4th of February last- 
The polling day was on the 3rd, when 
Colonel Bourne, tho Conservative can- 
didate, was returned, defeating the 
Liberal candidate, Mr. Napier Hig- 
gins, and on the following day "the 
Blues," by way of celebrating their 
triumph, paraded the streets of Eves- 
ham to the number of one hundred or 
more, carrying a coffin, and headed by 
Mr. Bobbins, ono of the prisoners, 
"dressed in a fantastic dress," who 
rang a boll and shouted "in official 
tones" to the people: "This is to give 
notice that Mr. lliggins' funeral will 
take place at ono o'clock. All Blues 
aro requested to attend." Tho mock 
funeral was then carried out "a minute 
observance of detail," the burial ser- 
vice was read, and tho coffin itself fi- 
nally tossed into the river," wit li the 
effigy of Mr. Higgins inside, amid the 
shouts and yells of the assembled mob. 
Tho rioters next proceeded to attack 
different houses, "throwing stones and 
breaking windows, under tho impres- 
sion, as was proved by a police con- 
stable who was called, that us there 
was no law therefore they could 
not bo punished." Mr. Justico Lush 
left it to the jury to nay that was tho 
object of tho procession when they 
started — was it violence and insult to 
those whom they might meet, or did 
they intend to go peaceably to the 
bridge, and as peaceably return, or, 
finally, wore thoy induced to do as 
thoy did by tho provocation of tho 
"Yellows?" The jury, after a short 
deliberation, roterned a verdict of Not 
Guilty, and the prisoners wero dis- 
charged, with the expression of tho 
judicial hope that "they would not let 
another olection bo disgraced by such 
scones." — "Pall Mall Gazetto. 11

Europe- 

Madrid, Aug,— Tho Oorlists mado 
another unsuccessful attack on Suig- 
cerda. Tbo defense was most cour- 
ageous, even women assisting in re- 
pairing breaches in tho ramparts dur- 
ing tho fight. 

Satandkh, Aug. 28. — Tho Gorman 
men-of-war Nautilus and Albatross 
will leave tho harbor to-morrow for a 
cruise along tho Biscay coast and up 
the river Nervoine. 

Paris, Aug. 28. — M. Berger, candi- 
date for the Assembly in the Depart- 
ment of Maine ot Loire, has issued an 
address to tho electors, boldly aver- 
ring his devotion to the Bonaparte dy- 
nasty, and advocating a plebiscite. 

M. Scbenider has had another at- 
tack of apoplexy. There aro no hopes 
of his recovery. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 2S — Grand 
Duke Alimider was married to-day to 
the Duchess of Mecklenburg. 

London, Aug. 28. — Cliineso aro re- 
ported to bo threatening the Russian 
province of Kaldja. The Russians aro 
constructing a road from Sompola- 
tainte to oppose them. 

London, Aug. 21). — A Brussels tele- 
gram says the International Conference 
at a full sitting rejected rejected tho 
four general principles proposed by 
Bussia. The course of the delibera- 
tions had been peaceful, but there have 
been no alterations. 

The final sitting of the Intornatinnal 
Conference was held yesterday. All 
the members signed the protocol ex- 
cept the delegates from Great Britain and 
Turkey, who postponed attaching their 
signatures, 

Paris, Aug. 29.— Mcllahon has signed 
a decreo ordering elections in seven de- 
partments on the 4th of October to fill tho 
vacancies in tho Assembly. 

California- 

San Francisco, Aug. 29 — Major De- 
witt C. Thompson, who commanded 
tho California battalion during the 
war, and is now cashier of the Nation- 
al Gold Bank here, has been appoint- 
ed Major-Gen. California Militia, vice 
Gen, J. F. Miller declined. There 
has boen much excitement in military 
circles over the whole matter. 

San Fbancisco, Aug. 30.— Steamer 
Mikado from Sidney and Honolulu, 
and the Wm. Tabor from Viotoria, ar- 
rived at an early hour this morning.

Eastern States. 

San Francisco, Aug. 29.— Tho Ply- 
mouth Church Committee last night 
submitted its report in the Beecher 
case in presence of ovor 3,000 people 
They denounce I'ilton and Moulton as 
conspirators conspiring to ruin Beech- 
er. The Committee says, "It is be- 
lieved that no case of adultery on re- 
cord can be produced where an injur- 
ed husband upon learning of his wife's 
infidelity, kept tho fact to himself for 
six months and then after a private 
complaint to tho offending party re- 
ceived and accepted an apology for tho 
offence and declared it forgiven; and 
this was followed by a restoration of 
tho courtesies of friendship. The 
Committee also argued that Moulton 
had in his mind no other offence than 
improper overtures by Beecher and 
did not believe or understand that it 
was adultery. Thoy quote tho ex- 
pression in his letter to Beecher, "You 
can't stand if tho case were published 
to-morrow," and deride that idea. 

The Committee advert to the possi- 
bility that Mrs. Tilton had come to re- 
gard Beecher with suoh affection as un- 
der the circumstances tended to alien- 
ate her from her husband, and a fear 
that this was so, as was alleged by 
both Moulton and Tilton, may have 
added to Beecher's responsibilities. 
Tho Committee express regret at two 
errors into which Beecher fell; ono 
was that in his trouble he did not seek 
counsel from Christian men of his own 
brotherhood rather than rely upon the 
counsel of a man of whom ho knew so 
little, and whoso character, as tho se- 
quel proves, he so sadly misjudged; 
the other was that he did not guard 
moro closely his relations with the 
family of Tilton, that thoro could be 
no possibility for fear in his own mind, 
even of an indiscretion by Mrs. Tilton 
for him through any thoughtless friend- 
ship or agency of his. We find no- 
thing whatever in tho evidence that 
should impair the free confidence of 
Plymouth Church or tho world in 
tho christian character and integrity of 
Henry Ward Beecher. And now let 
the peace of Cod that passoth all un- 
derstanding rest and abide with Ply- 
mouth Church and its beloved and 
esteemed pastor so much and so long 
afflicted. 

The report was signed unanimously 
and was received with great applause. 
Moulton was present and during a 
speech by Mr. Raymond, who was 
called upon, ho spoke of Moulton 
as having tried his best to poison the 
minds of men against Mr. Beecher the 
mutual friend rose to his feet, shouted 
excitedly "Youare a liar, sir." Groat 
excitement followed, and there wero 
loud cries of "put him out, put him 
out! For shame," etc. Mr. Moulton 
roso to his feet and shouted "I dare 
any of you to put me out." 

The following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted: 

"Resolved — That tho evidence bo- 
fore the examining committee, notonly 
docs not alio rd any foundation for 
putting tho pastor of Plymouth 
Church, Rev. Beecher, upon trial, but 

/ on tho contrary, establishes to tho per- 

1 



feet satisfaction of this Church, his 
entire innocence, and absolute person- 
al purity with respect to all ehargos 
now, or hereafter made against him 
by Theodore Tilton. 

"Resolved" — That our confidence 
in and love for our pastor, far from 
being diminished aro heightened and 
deepened by tho unmerited sufferings 
which he has so long borne, and that 
wo wolcomo him with a sympathy moro 
tender and a trust moro, unbounded 
than wo over felt before in his public 
labors among us, to our church, to our 
families, our homes, our hearths. At 
tho closo of tho meeting, tho doxology 
was sung, and tho people began to 
disperse. Moulton, who occupied a 
scat at the reporter's table, was hus- 
tled considerably on tho way out, and 
there wero indications that had ho not 
been protected by tho polico violence 
would have been offered to him. Upon 
reaching the door he was hurried to a 
carriage and with a policeman on each 
side, was driven rapidly away and the 
peoplo dispersed, 

New York, Aug. 29. — A careful re- 
view of the English whoat crop by the 
New York 'Times,' based on tho an- 
nual report of James Sanderson to tho 
London 'Times,' comes to tho follow- 
ing conclusions: Tho total yield of 
England this year is 100,000,000 bush- 
els. England's annual consumption 
is 190,000,000 bushols, thus leaving a 
deficit of 90,000,000 bushels to be 
drawn chiefly from tho United States, 
which must supply at least half of this 
amount as Russia has no larger surplus 
this year than last. Tho prices of 
wheat will undoubtedly be lower this 
year than since 1870. 

New York, Aug. 29.— Frank Moulton 
prints a curd to-day stating that ho noti- 
fied tho lioecher committee that ho was 
ready to bo cross examined at any time 
but that the committee took no notice of 
his offer. Consequently ho went to Ply- 
mouth Church last night, having a right 
to be thoro as member of tho congrega- 
tion, and his wife being a member of the 
church. After hearing tho misrepresen- 
tation in their report ho sent a noto to tho 
Moderator requesting to bo hoard, but 
was not so permitted. Moulton says ho 
has in his possession a letter from Bee- 
cher stating that Raymond, who made tho 
attack on him last night, knows nothing 
about tho oaao although Raymond him- 
self publioly stated ho knew all about it. 
Moulton says he will have all tho letters 
printed, and concludes his card as fol- 
lows: "I have sought for four years for 
the sako of the innocent children of tho 
two families to Bhiehl Reedier from ex- 
posure of his oourse of adultery; but Mr. 
Beecher, his Committee and his Church, 
have united to compel me for my own 
self-protrotion to reveal him to tho world. 
I shall shortly reveal him in a still worse 
light than that in which ho now stands," 



A Saratoga "Saw." 

Hank Monk, tho stage-driver, who 
gave Horace Greeley his memorablo 
mountain ride, in common with all his 
tribe, hates tho sight of tho ponderous 
architecture in tho trunk lino known as 
tho "Saratoga baud-box." He likes a 
"Saratoga" about us well as a cat likes 
hot soup. He now drives on the 
stage-line between Carson City and 
Lake Taboo. He was driving on. the 
same lino last summer. A Virginia 
lady who stopping at the Glonbrook 
Houso had a "Saratoga" at Carson 
whicli she wished brought up to the 
lake. It was about as long and wido 
as a firstclass spring-mattress, and 7 
or 8 feet high. Tho lady had managed 
to got it as far as Carson by rail, hut 
the trouble was to get it up into tho 
mountains.

St. Louis und other places fail- 
ing to contribute their quota, tho Phila- 
delphia cricketers ontered into tho pro- 
ject with that esprit de corps for which 
thoy have become noted, and decided to 
"go it alone." 

RECENT PRACTICE MATCHES. 

This team played the practice matches 
of ono inning each against strong pickod 
eleven of tho "Stay at Homo" cricketers, 
making a total in three innings of 552. 
Allowing for absentees in tho first two 
matches this gives an average of over 19 
for each player iu each inning. In tho first 
of those matches thoy were beaten by the 
picked eleven by a scoro of 205 to 147; in 
tho second thoy wore victorious in ono 
inning and 55 runs to Bpare, and in tho 
third' thoy camo out 73 runs ahead, tho 
score being 190 to 153. 

Tho following resume of previous crick- 
ot matches between tho United States and 
Canada will bo of intorest: 

Tho earliest of these matches was play- 
ed at New York as long ago as 1847, in 
which the United States eleven compris- 
ed six mombers of the St, George Club of 
Now York pikI five members of the old 
Union Club of Philadelphia, although all 
woro Englishmen by birth. In this 
match tho bowling of Comercy. Groom 
and Hudson, of tho United States team, 
was proving very dostruotive, when one 
of tho Canadians '-an into tho latter un- 
der circumstances that incensed him to 
such a degree that he threw tho ball at 
him, the game suddenly ended in a dis- 
pnto. The question was afterwards sub- 
mitted to Bell's Life, and wus decided 
against Canada, \ 
"This unfortunate occurrence naturally 
did not enoourage a speedy renewal of 
the contests, and it was not until 1853 
that a regular series of matches began. 
With tho exception of tho year 1S54 this 
series was continued annually until 1859 
since which timo no match has boen play- 
ed. Tho result of theso contests was as 
follows:
